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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In claim 1 , the phrase "preferably also a leg piece" 
and "preferably synthetic materials" are vague and indefinite. It is not clear if the leg 
piece is positively recited in the claim or not. It is also not clear if the layers need to be 
synthetic material or they can be any other material. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Wittmann (5,667,737) in view of Sugiyama (4,798,010). Wittmann '737 discloses an 
article of footwear comprising a shell and a leg piece, and featuring, at least in selected 
portions thereof other than the sole, a composite structure formed of two layers that are 
made of synthetic materials having different mechanical properties and are provided 
with mutually interfacing layers that remain inseparably adhering together. See figures 
2-4 embodiments and column3, lines 44-47. Wittmann 737 does not appear to teach 
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the layers having ribs intersecting each other so as to form a sort of truss-like pattern. 
Sugiyama '010 discloses a midsole assembly made up of a hard elastic layer and a soft 
elastic layer having intersecting ribs forming a truss-like pattern for better bonding of the 
two layers. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to provide ribs to the layers of Wittmann '737 as taught by 
Sugiyama '010 for better bonding of the two layers. 

With respect to claim 2, see column 4, lines 1-8. 

With respect to claims 5 and 6, see column 3, lines 44-58.
